In this Audubon Screen Tour, Mr. Hermes 
takes his audience over the rich, pastoral, yet 
rugged terrain of Nova Scotia to the heart of the 
majestic spruce and hemlock primeval forests. 
From there, he follows a tiny stream headed for 
the sea as it wanders through green fields, idles 
in small ponds, and rushes over rocky ledges on 
its journey to the Nova Scotian coast. He ex- 
plores the tide pools and sandy beaches, and 
photographs four rookeries of great cormorants, 
as well as petrels, the common eider and the 
comical puffins. 


Mr. Hermes is an excellent photographer 
and an experienced naturalist, as members who 
may have enjoyed his earlier appearance at the 
Academy will attest.

January will find the Academy performing 
a different kind of public service, unique certainly 
in both its history and in beautiful Golden Gate 
Park where the Academy is located. During the 
latter part of the month, one section of the Hall 
of Science will be devoted to a "Hall of Inner 
Man", an irresistible name given it spontaneously 
by Academy Director Robert C. Miller. 

Instead of the impersonal, unpredictable, 
automated dispensing machines formerly used for 
vending food and drink, the Academy will be able 
to offer its visitors personal services in sur- 
roundings both efficient and attractive. A colorful 
Service bar will present a wide selection of sand- 
wiches, salads, desserts and soft beverages. 
From it, visitors will proceed to small, intimate 
tables located under the foliage of nondéciduous 
trees where they may enjoy their selections 
preparatory to another turn around the various 
exhibits or a visit to the planetarium or the 
aquarium. Seating capacity will be for approxi- 
mately 100 persons. 

The floor-mounted cases previously located 


in the surrounding area will be replaced with eye- 


level, wall-mounted cases tor both temporary and 
permanent exhibits, thus causing no sizeable loss 
of space for displaying things scientific or 
academic. 

This new public service facility will be an 
Academy enterprise under the immediate control 
of the Academy's Business Manager, J. Byron 
Warner, and will be operated by Duchess, Inc. 
acting as the Academy's agent. Prices will be 
nominal and all items will be served on or in 
disposable containers and utensils. Visitors will 
be encouraged to consume their comestibles with- 
in the immediate area, thus decreasing the inter- 
minable janitorial services which have been ex- 
perienced with the previous vending machines. 
All in all, the Academy and its millions of visitors 
promise to benefit by this new, convivial and 
gracious venture. 


Hugh B. Leech, Associate Curator 
in the Department of Entomology, has contributed 
a chapter to the recently published "A Guide to 
the Study of Fresh-Water Biology", an inexpensive 
yet comprehensive volume for the use of both 
high school and college students. Mr. Leech's 
section includes keys and illustrative material on 
Coleoptera. 

The new volume, published by Holden-Day, 
Inc. of San Francisco, is a completely revised 
and enlarged edition of an earlier work. Copies 
are available from the publishers at $2.25 each. 


Dr. Charles E. Burleson, Professor of 
Physical Science and Head of the Department at 


San Francisco State College, has joined the staff 

of Morrison Planetarium as a part-time lecturer. 
Reluctantly, the Academy said farewell in December 
to Roland Michaelis who has served at the planet- 
arium console for over ten years. During his 
decade as lecturer, Mr. Michaelis presided at 
approximately 1200 performances in the Theatre 

of the Stars. 


To make possible the current improve- 
ments in Lovell White Hall of Man and Nature, 
the History of Photography Exhibit has been moved 
to an alcove off Simson African Hall. 


Dr. G Dallas 
Hanna, Curator of the Academy's Department of 
Geology, has been serving since 1958 as a mem- 
ber of a Working Group of the Committee on 
Oceanography of the National Academy of Sciences 
- National Research Council, on problems relating 
to the disposal of radioactive waste in the sea. 
Dr. John D. Isaacs of the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography has been chairman of the Working 
Group, whose report entitled ‘Disposal of Low- 
level Radioactive Waste into Pacific Coastal Waters" 
has just been issued as Publication 985 of the 
National Academy of Sciences - National Research 
Council. 


A\fter an absence of eighteen months spent 
as a Research Fellow at the American Museum of 
Natural History, Dr. Paul H. Arnaud, Jr. has 
returned to the Academy staff. Dr. Arnaud's 
particular field is Diptera of the family Tachinidae, 
a group of parasitic flies. Dr. Arnaud, a Research 
Entomologist in the Department, has been a Fellow 
of the Academy since September, 1961. 


Recent dis - 
tinguished visitors to the Department of Herpetology 
for purposes of research have been Dr. Laurence 
M. Klauber, formerly Honorary Curator of Reptiles 
at the San Diego Natural History Museum; and Dr. 
Wilmer W. Tanner of the Department of Zoology, 
Brigham Young University, Provo, Utah. 


Through the 
generosity of Miss Jean A. MacCallum of San 
Francisco, the Department of Botany has acquired 
an historically-important group of some 500 speci- 
mens of wild flowers comprising the herbarium 
of Miss MacCallum's mother, the late Mrs. 
Alexander MacCallum. 

Mrs. MacCallum was a contemporary and 
friend of Alice Eastwood for whom the Academy's 
Botany Hall was named. As is common knowledge, 
most of the Academy's botanical collections were 
destroyed in the earthquake and fire of 1906. A 
portion of Miss MacCallum's gift was collected by 
her mother prior to San Francisco's holocaust.

Meet the Trustees 


J. WYATT DURHAM, Vice President of the Academy 
since 1959, and a Fellow since 1951, is a native 
Washingtonian and received his Bachelor of Science in 
Geology at the University in Seattle. After two years of 
graduate study at that institution, he proceeded to the 
University of California at Berkeley from which he re- 
ceived both his M.A. and Ph. D. degrees in paleon- 
tology. From 1936 to 1939, he was a geologist with the 
Nederlandsche Pacific Petroleum Mij, in Java and 
Sumatra. Later, as geologist-paleontologist, he was 
associated with the Tropical Oil Company in Colombia, 
with his headquarters in Bogota. 

After a year on the teaching staff of the Calif- 
ornia Institute of Technology, Dr. Durham joined the 
staff of the Department of Paleontology at Berkeley 
where he has remained since. He was Chairman of 
the Department from 1956 to 1959. His present 
positions are those of Professor of Paleontology and 
and Curator of Mesozoic and Cenozoic Invertebrates, 
Museum of Paleontology. 

A Guggenheim Fellowship in 1954 allowed him a 
year of study and research in the classification of sea 
urchins, most of the time being spent at the British 
Museum of Natural History in London, with some 
weeks on the continent. 

In recent years, as one of his principal interests, 
Dr. Durham has been studying fossil amber and its 
occurrence, having made five trips of varying length 
over a period of time to southern Mexico, research 
which last year was summarized to date in 'Mexico's 
Fossil Amber" of which he was a co-author. His 
studies in this field are still continuing. 

Another recent publication indicating the diversity 
of Dr. Durham's interests is a paper, again as co- 
author, on the first recorded occurrence of pre- 
Pleistocene fossils in the Hawaiian Islands. Eventually 
he would like to enlarge this project into a study of 
the fossil record in the oceanic islands of the Pacific 
- again, time and opportunity permitting. 

Privately, Dr. Durham is a binder of fine books, 
a gardener of sorts, and an enthusiastic builder of 
cabinets and bookshelves for the Berkeley home which 
he enjoys with his wife, Jane, and a son, John Wyatt, 
Jr.. 

"As far as the Academy is concerned", he stated, 
"I have a great desire to see the membership increase 
sizeably. So many lay persons, I feel sure, would 
enjoy the opportunities offered. We must make every 
effort to enlist their support."
